Traffic deaths totaled 466, in- 


cluding 86 under 18 years of age 
since the start of the count at 6 
p.m. local time Wednesday. 
This was nearly 20 per cent 
ahead of the total during the 
same period last Thanksgiving 
weekend. 


During last year's Thanks- 


giving weekend 615 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents, 
a record high for that holiday. A 
recent survey of a four-day non- 
holiday period by The Associat- 
ed 'Press showed 546 traffic fa- 
talities. 


The National Safety Council 


did not make an advance esti- 
mate of the Thanksgiving traffic 
toll. A spokesman said the high- 
way traffic pattern, as a rule, 
does not reach the high mileage 
volume that builds up on other 
holidays.

Tfee Area Vocaf/ona/ School Districting Plan 


The 15-district plan for the organiza- 


tion of the new area vocational and 
technical school structure in Wisconsin 
which will be submitted to the state 
vocational board tomorrow was most 
satisfying to the Fox Cities area. But as 
with any plan which must draw boundary 
lines between districts there were disap- 
pointments in other areas, notably for 
Oshkosh. 


While the basic pattern established by 


the plan follows county lines, the advisory 
group which authored it wisely recognized 
that school district lines must also be 
corisiriprw?, T>»i« was t>)» r^co jr) fhip ares, 
where Neenah and Menasha school dis- 
tricts were added to Outagamie, Calumet 
and Waupaca Counties because of their 
mutuality of interests. 


The vital concern in any such plan 


must be the interests of the students who 
will attend these schools. And since they 
will be principally designed to 
offer 


technical education to better equip the 
students to 
secure 
jobs 
in 
today's 


scientifically oriented industry, the areas 
in which the schools operate must be 
closely related to the principal job markets 
in those areas. This is a prime considera- 
tion in the Fox Cities, where industry is 
mainly oriented around the paper indus- 
try. 


The vocational schools in Appleton, 


Neenah. Menasha and Kaukauna have a 
long history of close cooperation to serve 
students and industry in this area. Thus it 
was natural that even before the vocational 
school law was passed by the 1965 
legislature the vocational schools in the 
Fox Cities were studying how they could 
cooperate to form a homogenuous district. 
And the fact that they documented their 
case so thoroughly was instrumental in 
convincing state authorities that county 
lines should not govern in this case. 


The Oshkosh Vocational School was 


hopeful initially that it would become the 
nucleus for an area school.. Unfortunately 
in order to achieve this purpose Oshkosh 
tried to persuade Neenah and Menasha to 


divorce themselves from their natural 
environment and contribute their large tax 
base to an Oshkosh district. 


Now the southern area of Winnebago 


County finds itself joined to a district 
including Fond du Lac. Dodge, Green Lake 
and Washington Counties. And since Fond 
du Lac is a natural center for such a 
district, Oshkosh is understandably upset. 


The Winnebago County Board now 


proposes that all of Winnebago County be 
added to Outagamie, Calumet and Wau- 
paca. It is a suggestion which should merit 
study by the special committee which wiil 
be set up to adjust boundary disputes 
twlT the 15 district p!sn. 


From the state point of view one 


consideration must be the question of what 
such a shift would do to the tax base and 
student potential of the Fond du Lac 
district. Winnebago authorities state that 
that district would still meet the minimum 
criteria without Winnebago County. 


From a regional point of view it is 


unfortunate but true that the consideration 
of site for the area school becomes one of 
prime importance. The resolution passed 
by the Winnebago County Board asking 
inclusion with Outagamie County specified 
that the site then should lie between 
Oshkosh and Neenah. 


It is unfortunate that Winnebago 


County injected the matter of site into the 
question, for such a suggestion is bound to 
be opposed by school districts in the 
northern part of this district. In fact the 
expressed wish of Winnebago County to 
dictate the site is bound to create distrust 
by all of the school districts making up 
District 12. 


If Oshkosh really feels its students 


would be better served by joining a 
district to the north rather than one to the 
south, they should present their case on 
this basis to the proper state authorities. 
But attempting to influence the choice of 
site in their favor at this time will not 
make them welcome partners to the 
districts in the Fox Cities area which have 
worked so long and so hard to put together 
a district which makes educational sense. 


Toward a Two-Chinas Policy

General U Thant seek discussidns with 
both the government-in Peking and that on 
Taiwan. The major aim is to find-some sort 
of

membership which would be agreeable to 
both. 


Italy has asked for a special committee 


to consult the Chinese Communists about 
their willingness to comply with the 
United Nations Charter and whether it 
wants to be represented in the U.N. 


It is probable that both efforts will 


me.et with rebuffs. Certainly the Nationalist 
Government of China is not going to agree 
to .the admission of Red China on any 
basis. .Nor at present is Peking likely to 
acknowledge that Taiwan should in any 
way represent the people of China. The 
current hard line taken by Mao Tse—tung 
and those at present in the ascendancy in 
China will hardly be conciliatory about 
national wars of liberation, peace-loving 
pledges or even indicate an interest in 
belonging to the U.N. 


But American authorities should note 


well the suggestions and where they have 
come from. Apparently there is consider- 
able support in the General Assembly 
among the Asian and African countries 
for the point of view that Red China cannot 
be contained short of war unless it does 
become a member of the U.N. or in some 
other way gets into conversations with the 
rest of the world. The United States has 
once again asked that the Chinese problem 
be -''a matter of importance" which would 
require a two-thirds vote rather than a 
simple majority for decision. This is almost 


essential since a resolution asking for the 
ousting of the Nationalist Chinese and a 
seating of the Red Chinese ended up with 
a tie vote at the last session. But one of 
these days it just may be that the General 
Assembly will decide the admission of Red 
China is not "a matter of importance," and 
a majority vote will decide the issue. 


In hard fact this might not be a bad 


idea. When actually faced with the 
admission of the aggressive government of 
Peking, some of the Asian and African 
nations which have witnessed Chinese 
subversive activities in their own lands 
might take a harder look. The United 
States might come up with a better 
solution than its stand this year which was 
simply nothing new after it had obviously 
added up the totals and found less than 
the two thirds in favor of Red Chinese 
admission. Whether or not the U.N. 
Charter should be further bent to admit an 
obviously non-peace loving nation like Red 
China, the American insistence on non- 
recognition based on a moral viewpoint 
rather than a pragmatic one is long 
outdated. There are all sorts of oppressive 
governments, including 
some in this 


hemisphere, which do not merit our 
recognition on moral grounds. 


The Canadian and Italian proposals at 


the General Assembly should at least push 
the door to Red China slightly open, not so 
much as to admission to the United 
Nations at this time as to some sort of 
conversation. It is doubtful that such 
conversations will influence to m u c h 
degree the struggle for control now going 
on in China among different elements of 
the Communist Party. But if China follows 
Russia's path in revolution eventually away 
from the more bloodthirsty and extremist 
pattern, such efforts today might hurry 
along the evolution. 


Equal or Identical Educational Opportunity? 


In the last few years there has been 


growing concern expressed by educators 
and sociologists over the school opportuni- 
ties of children from so-called deprived 
homes. The Head Start program and 
similar experiments to help the pre-school 
child have been attempted with still 
unproven results. It has generally been 
assumed that because there was a dearth 
of intellectual approach or culture in the 
home, it was much harder to encourage 
both in school 


But some anthropologists and educators 


ate beginning to question this assumption. 
The failure may not be so much in the 
home, they suggest, as in the school's 
emphasis upon an Anglo-Saxon, middle 
clas* culture. Children from poor homes 
may rot have such limited culture so much 
as having a different type that may be in 
conflict with ttot expected in school. 


Professors appearing at the American 


Anthropological Association meeting in 
Pittsburgh suggested that teachers work 
harder to bring out the rich heritage of 
folk culture among Puerto Rican, Negro 
and Indian children rather than to assume 
that such children would get poor grades 
and be unable to adjust because of 
different cultural backgrounds. Schools 
should stop emphasizing inadequacies of 
children coming from poor neighborhoods, 
said one professor, and instead try to 
eliminate the "institutional brakes upon 


the opportunities for successful achieve- 
ment for the children of poverty." 


It has often been apparent that the 


worthy aim of equal educational oppor- 
tunities for all American children has 
sometimes turned into an insistence upon 
identical educational opportunities with a 
serious lack of flexibility. For some years 
the schools went through a phase of the 
same requirements and coxirses for all 
children regardless of intellectual ability 
or vocational preference. Then the ideal 
for all youngsters was supposed to be four 
years of liberal arts college although 
opening the doors to all invariably meant a 
lowering of intellectual 
standards. An 


article in a recent issue of Saturday 
Review points out that, much of the 
confusion over the Amish people's opposi- 
tion to modern life, including modern 
education, occurs because we are trying to 
insist that the Amish children have the 
same education offered generally in the 
public schools. And yet the Amish system 
of education is adequate for the lives the 
Amish live and probably preferable. 


In the same way, Puerto mean, Indian 


and Negro children from poor areas, may 
profit far more from emphasis upon their 
own cultures in the schools since they 
return in large part to those cultures. A 
major aim of education is to help prepare 
youngsters for the lives they are going to 
lead.

It's practice and goes 
on for hours every day.

of trade and aid —to Japan's 
former enemies. 


The total has not been 


enough to eliminate fears in 
Tokyo that Japan would be 
rebuffed if it attempted a full-

return 
to 
Southeast 


Asia. 


Many Japanese are quietly 


urging Sato to exert Japan's 
influence 
to greater 
effect 


abroad. They argue that it is 
strange that though Japan is 
the very model of how to 
succeed while staying free 
and a p p l y i n g capitalistic 
methods, some undeveloped 
nations turn instead to Com- 
munist China when they look 
for models to follow. 


Many Japanese believe that 


their nation has as great a 
potential for a peaceful lead- 
ership in Asia today as it had 
for military domination 25 
years ago. 


The question is whether it 


can assume it without being

years historians, serious and 
otherwise, have sought an 
Infallible rule by which civili- 
zations can be measured. 


The existence of such a 


theoretical rule can now be 
reported and it is: 


A civilization can be ranked 


on an ever ascending scale in 
direct proportion to the num- 
ber of advisory committees 
formed within the body poli- 
tic. 


Under this theory, the Unit- 


ed States is the most ad- 
vanced civilization yet devel- 
oped. It has more advisory 
councils, committees, 
com- 


missions, task forces, boards 


and study groups than any- 
body — at least 749 in 
Washington alone. 


And these merely represent 


the advisory groups advising 
government, some of which 
are outside of government. 
Inside the government, the 
government has even more 
committees to advise itself. 
For example, the Pentagon 
alone has 407 inter-depart- 
mental committees to kep in 
touch with other departments 
and within the Pentagon there 
are 
757 intra-departmental 


committees to keep in touch 
with each other. 


The discoverer of the com- 


mittee formula as a barome- 
ter of human progress is a

Where Are They? 


Some departments —Com- 


merce and Health, Education 
and Welfare, for example — 
have so many committees 
they have established commit- 
tee management officers to 
keep track of them. 


The United States has so 


refined the committee system 
that on Oct. 18, President 
Johnson announced formation 
of a special consultative com- 
mittee to support three na- 
tional advisory committees. 


This is the sort of never- 


ending inventiveness which 
has kept the United States at 
the top of the newly discover- 
ed civilization scale. 


With so many committees, 


of course, some duplication 
probably was inevitable. For 
example, there are wildlife 
advisory committees in both 
the departments of Agricul- 
ture and Interior. They are 
both in favor of wild life. 


What 
the 
United States 


apparently has evolved is a 
highly sophisticated commit- 
tee-state, although most po- 
litical science textbooks still 
classify it as a republic. 


While there are those who 


scoff at committees, there is 
a growing belief by some that 
the rise of the 
American 


committee state merits some 
study. 


The first permanent English 


settlement 
in 
the 
United 


States at Jamestown, Va., in 
1607 was 
the 
work of a 


London committee of sorts. It 
was a joint stock company. 
The Puritans who settled at 
Plymouth Rock, Mass., in 1620 
organized themselves into a 
committee 
by signing 
the 


Mayflower Compact. 


TH* American Revolution 


was largely the work of the 
intercolony 
Committee on 


Correspondence. The U.S. Con- 
stitution was drafted by a 
committee. 


For all practical purposes, 


the Congress consists of two 
committees — the House and 
Senate. To maintain the com- 
mittee heritage, the Congress 
has "subdivided itself into 53 
permanent 
committees, 
in- 


cluding 11 joint committees, 
20 
commissions 
and 
five 


boards. 


This is not the end 
of 


congressional ingenuity. Near- 
ly all the permanent commit- 
tees have subdivisions. For 
example, the House Appropri- 
ations Committee has 12: the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
15. 


Preserve Tradition 


To 
keep the 
committee 


tradition active. Congress has 
provided for the creation of 
advisory committees in nearly 
every piece of major legisla- 
tion within the past 20 years 
— which is as far back as the 
research went 


To cite an instance: under 


the Farm Research and Mar- 
keting Act of 1946, Congress 
established a national adviso- 
ry committee and authorized 
the secretary of agriculture to 
appoint as many other com- 
mittees as he saw fit. 


To date the secretary has 


appointed only 13 such sub- 
committees, 
each 
with 
a 


membership of 12. This has 
been 
a source 
of 
grave 


disappointment to some com- 
mittee observers. 


Even so. there is, apparent- 


ly, an acute awareness at the 
White House level of the role 
of the committee in keeping 
America great. 


The executive branch, cur- 


rently headed by President 
Johnson, has extended a coop- 
erative hand to Congress. It 
has not only hastened 
to 


establish those 
committees 


provided by law, but has 
taken full advantage of the 
Administrative Act 
of 1946 


and assorted 
reorganization 


plans to create others. 


There 
is practically 
no 


major 
problem 
confronting 


the President which an advi- 
sory committee is not study- 
ing, whether the subject be 
foreign affairs, national secur- 
ity or alcoholism. 


While no exact list !s 


available, the chief executive 
can probably draw on 60 or 
more committees for advice. 


The presidential list does 


not include the anonymous ad 
hoc committees which the 
President establishes to re- 
ceive what an aide called 
"advice with the barbs on." 


Need Another 


As for criticism of "creep- 


ing advisoryism," the govern- 
ment clearly needs a commit- 
tee to explain the committee 
situation to the general public. 


In the absence of such a 


committee, however, a presi- 
dential assistant, Joseph Cali- 
fano, undertook an explana- 
tion. 


Califano said he thought the 


advisory 
s y s t e m 
"very 


healthy" in that it gave a 
wide variety of citizens an 
opportunity to particpate in 
their government's affairs. 


The alternative to this citi- 


zen participation, he noted, 
would 
be 
government by 


bureaucratic 
fiat: 
that is, 


government without any out- 
side citizen advice at all. 


Califano observed that those 


now crying out against "creep- 
ing advisoryism," would be 
the 
first 
to rail 
against 


government by fiat. 
Califano 


even went so far as to insist 
that "advisoryism" was the 
democratic way. 


He 
explained 
there 
are 


people in the nation with vast 
expertise who decline to work 
fulltime for the government, 
but who are willing to offer 
their 
skills on 
a 
"when 


needed" basis. 


There is no doubt, he said in 


getting down to specifics, that 
the Defense Procurement Ad- 
visory Committee had saved 
vast sums, probably billions, 
by telling the Pentagon how to 
acquire goods more cheaply. 


Califano said 
he thought 


there was no better way to 
focus attention on a major 
national problem 
than by 


enlisting a panel of distin- 
guished citizens. Two such 
committees 
he 
mentioned 


were those on the problems of 
the aged and mental retarda- 
tion. 


The task force, 
Califano 


continued, "focuses a well- 
spring of brilliant talent on 
the major issues oi" our day. 
Why the increasing use of 
task forces? Because as soci- 
ety becomes more complex, 
problems become many-facet- 
ed and can no longer be 
attacked by one or two skills. 


"We have long recognized 


this in our systems analyses 
of airplanes and weapons. We 


are now applying it to solve 
the problems of our people." 


That, in brief, is the federal 


philosophy behind the U.S. 
committee-state. 


Cautious Tact 


While the philosophy may 


appear sound, the cautious 
student will examine some of 
the practices. 


There is an abiding suspi- 


cion, even if improvable, that 
some committees are estab- 
lished to study and restudy 
problems in the hope the 
problem will disappear 
in 


time. 


Advisory committees can be 


established to support a posi- 
tion. The secretary of agricul- 
ture, for example, has a 
national advisory committee. 
A long time observer of the 
Agriculture Department re- 
ports that the views of the 
secretary in office and those 
of 
the 
committee coincide 


with regularity. 


One of the most peculiar 


types of advisory committees 
is the committee 
for the 


"exchange 
of views." 
Its 


function is to chat with the 
federal director in charge of a 
given program. The Peace 
Corps has such a committee 
and so does the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 


One of the most astonishing 


aspects of the American sys- 
tem is the number of natives 
willing to make the journey to 
Washington to offer advice.

natives — the fees range from

Committee on Law Enforce- 
ment, intended to be a one- 
shot affair, currently has a 
budget of $700,000. It was set . 
up to study ways and means- - 
of reducing not only crime, - 
but the number of criminals. .

Then our group was split into smaller parties and 


there was a visit to a 5-inch general purpose turret where 
two guns fire automatically. A detailed explanation re- 
vealed how the shells come to the gun, are fused, slide 
Into the chamber, are followed by powder bags, the 
breech closed and the gun fired. 


There wasn't much room in this turret which was en- 


tered via a small door in the rear. Getting into the 8-inch 
gun turret was something else again and a real task. 


One had to squat down and crawl along under the 


turret and enter through a trap door. Inside there was 
areaway behind the three guns where part of the crew 
handled numerous gadgets but the quarters weren't too 
close. 


In the area directly behind each gun we saw how they 


are fired by a crew that is locked in. In other words, a 
hit on a single gun or a malfunction of that gun may 
loll the crew but not all three gun crews. 


Here, too, we saw how the shells come up from below, 


slide into place, how the powder bags follow, the breech 
is closed and the gun fired On firing, the gun recoils 
about 36 inches and there is only about 40 inches of 
space behind the breech. 


The crew handling mechanism at the immediate rear 


of the gun has to step aside, one man on each side, to 
allow the recoil to pass them or it will crush them. There 
is no chance for an error! Here, too, firing is done by 
computer and the ship can put shells 600 yards from 
friendly troops. 


The gun crews impressed us as smart, intelligent men 


which undoubtedly is necessary in this day of electronics 
ard mechanics. The crew chief looked like a disciplin- 
arian of the old school One could imagine that a "kid" 
never made a dangerous mistake twice Incidentally, the 
crews lose about one man a month because of expiration 
of term of service. New men are worked in gradually 
and older men move into the critical assignments.

where in the stern operating the rudder. The helmsman, 
incidentally, steers by various gadgets since he can see 
only straight ahead.

Dice are the oldest gaming 


implements known to man. The 
Encyclopedia Britannica say 
that dice, with markings practi- 
cally equivalent to the dice of 
today, have been found in Egyp- 
tian tombs that date back be- 
fore 2,000 B.C. 


The one in the Guildhall Mu- 


seum — the crooked ones 
were made as most dice were 
made in those days, from the 
knucklebones of sheep or goats. 
Hence the expression, "throw- 
ing the bones." 


The Danes took up dice shoot- 


ing in a big way when they 
came to England in the 9th cen- 
tury.

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Menemince Tribesmen Maktfs Bows 
Blind Indian Carves Brighter Future

KESHENA — Turning to the 


skills he learned as a small boy 
at the feet of his Menominee 
Indian teachers, an almost- 
blind, 62-year-old Indian has 
now found a way to support 
himself and his wife. 


Jerome Davis, who has work- 


ed with wood almost all his life, 
is planning to market bows and 
arrows and many other hand 
carved items, which are avail- 
able today only via the mech- 
anized mass production market. 


Relying entirely 
on touch, 


Davis carves each bow with the 
love inherited from his forefa- 
thers. The bows are not the 
large, fancy types made of 
laminated pieces of wood trith 
special hand grips, but the kind 
used by generations of Indians 
to stalk and kill game among 
the tall pines of the north 
woods. 


Has Poor Vision 


Although hampered by poor 


vision since the age of three, 
Davis has worked as a pulp 
cutter on the Menominee for- 
ests and once held a job with a 
heavy equipment manufacturer 
at Milwaukee. 


As he gradually lost his 


eyesight Davis developed the 
keen senses of a blind person. 
For a time, with only a small 
percentage of his sight left, he 
was able to work as a pulp 
cutter in the woods, but in 1945 
his vision slipped to 5 per cent, 
which it is today, and he was 
forced to give up his job. 


He never lost his accuracy 


with an ax and still is able to 
split 
the 
wood needed for 


heating his home. He places a 
block on end, feels the 
top 


determines the grain, and where 
the cut is to be made. If the 
block is not split on the first 
swing, the ax slams down again 
and again always in the widen- 
ing cut, until the block splinters. 


Has Pension 


Davis and his wife live in a 


small cabin about a mile north 
of Keshena. Their only income 
is his $101 a month blind 
pension.

too. The principal offender is 
the kitchen, where damp cook- 
ing vapors keep filling the air 
arid steaming the windows. The 
laundry is another. To give you 
a statistic to mull over, consider 
this- Even after spin drying, a 
pound of laundry will release ? 
pound of water vapor into the 
air before it's dry. So it's no 
wonder the laundry windows 
look frosted 
over whenever 


laundry is being dried there. Of 
course, with efficient washer- 
dryers, properly installed and 
vented to the outdoors, the 
room air doesn't get so loaded 
with dampness. 


The third major source of 


warm, damp air is the bath- 
room — especially if papa loves 
to linger in a hot, steamy 
shower. That air has no place to 


go. So the sooner the window 
can be opened and the air 
ventilated out, the quicker the 
steamy window and bathroom 
mirror will clear up again. 


A good wall fan, preferably 


blowing directly 
through to 


outdoors, can pull a great deal 
of dampness out of the house. 
It's best to be located directly 
above the range; even better if 
the range holds leads up to it. 
Another good hook-up is ducting 
the air to a fan in the ceiling, so! 
it can draw all damp air up to 
the attic space, where a window 
fan there, or at least a fixed 
louver, can work the air out- 
doors. 


While constant ventilation on 


clear, dry days is the cheapest 
way to push damp air outdoors, 
often this isn't enough. Electric 
dehumidifiers are very helpful, 
either 
hookfcd 
up with the 


heating system or operating 
individually. 


Here's hoping that this may 


help you keep the window- 
steaming season (if any at all) 
in your house to a worry-free 
minimum.

he informed us that landown- 
ers in the area had a meeting 
before the season and decided 
to post all property and keep 
the hunting for themselves. 


In a way, the plan backfired

of Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and 


Neptune could start as early as 
1S78.

"pick up extra energy for noth- 
ing," he said, as it swung in 
close to each planet and steered 
itself toward another.

ments, now emerging from en- 
gineering research, may web 
open Jupiter and the outer plan- 
ets,

the solar system and even the 
sun itself to close-up inspection 
during the decade of the 1970s," 
Stewart said. 


The developments are: 
1. Solar-electric s y s t e m s . 


These use solar panels, which 
convert sunlight into electricity, 
to power ion engines. The thrust 
is small but continuous and in 


space builds up high velocities. 


2. The use of planetary gravi- 


tation. 


A spokesman said that when a 


spacecraft nears a planet it 
gains speed from gravitational 
pull. While it is traveling along 
with the planet, under its gravi- 
tational attraction, it picks up

speed. This, added to the space- 
craft's momentum, is enough to 
kick it on past the planet's grav- 
itational field and on toward 
another planet.

Wolf Still Roars for Last of Loggers

OSHKOSH — "I must have 


swum the length 
of the Wolf 


River at least twice," Jay A. 
Lett, 
809 Vine Ave., says 


reminiscently. 


"We were in and out of the 


water with those logs 
from 


dawn 'til da»°k from the time 
the river opened in late March 
until we finished the drive at 
Bay Boom." 


He is one of the last of the 


early loggers here, the lean, 
active Jay Lett whose 89th 
birthday 
isn't 
far off. He 


worked the Wolf River log runs 
as a young man until they 
ended m the early 1900s. 


Fall and the closing-in of 


winter bring a special nostalgia 
for him. The pull of the winter 
woods and the remembered life 
of his youth as a lumberjack 
make him restless even as he 


plays his daily cribbage solitarie 
in warmth and comfort 


"It can't get too warm for me 


now," he telis his wife. 


Jay is best known as marsh 


warden, cook, caretaker and 
raconteur of the Fox River 
Hunting and Fishing Club, a 
century old group whose club- 
house south of Winneconne he 
managed for 32 years until his 
retirement two years ago. He. 
hunted ducks until three years 
ago. 


Linseed Oil in Socks 


His years in the 
lumber 


camps and on the loe drives are 
still remembered with relish, 
even to the white lead and 
linsed oil a man poured into 
his socks daily from Shawano 
downstream to cure the foot 
scald caused by water growths. 


The knee-high socks 
were 


wool, of course. "Everything we 
v/ore was wool," Jay recalls. 
Trousers 
were 
quarter-inch 


thick Malone cloth, "slagged' 
to mid-calf length with the 
surplus saved for patching. The 
best homespun wool underwear 
was at Wood's Store in Lang- 
lade, imported from Maine. 


Wool shirts were cropped in 


the sleeves come spring. Sus- 
penders were the brightest and 
boldest to be found. 


A lumberjack of experience 


packed his belongings in a sack 
with a potato in a bottom 
corner. He roped corner and 
potato, tied it again at the top 
and used the lo"p *n fa^tei it 
over his shoulder for the trip 
into the woods come September. 
It was still with him, the 
contents patched and repaired 
by the camp handyman, when 
he got back to Oshkosh in mid- 
summer. 


Shoes, either short boots from 


the Jefferson Shoe Co. or the 
oxford-height ones later made to

converted by the lumberjack 
himself into the calked footwear 
every "hot riverman" wore. Jay 
said his boots had some 50 steel 
calks driven around the edges of 
the soles and another 14 in the 
heels.

"The Wolf was beautiful, just 


beautiful, in those days, " he 
declares "The trees grew down 
to the shoreline. The marshes 
and the sloughs were thick with 
snakes and snapping turtles." 


He thinks there is little hope

marsh lands which once fed the 
Wolf and the wide expanses of 
Wolf River waters. 
Man has

man at the time of the great log 
drives down the Wolf.
